When we reflect on this Behaviour of the I 
elites, We cannot but be mov'd with the higheſt 
Tndignation againft them: That a People ſaved of 
the Lord, whoſe Eyes had ſeen all the great Acts 
which He did for them, who had been firſt Deli- 
ver'd by a mighty Hand, from the moſt Cruel 
Oppreſſion, and had afterwards for Forty Years 
liv'd in the midſt of Wonders, that this People 
ſhould be ſo inſenſible as to forget one Day what 
was done the other, is an Inſtance of Forgetful- 
neſs (ure never to be Forgotten, but muſt be ever 

ept in Memory to their eternal Shame and Re- 
The vain Uſe which our Paſſions teach Us to 
make of theſe and ſuch- like Inftances, is to move 
Us preſently to a great deal of Bitterneſs and Se- 
verity of Expreſſion. But the true Uſe which 
Reaſon and Religion teach Us, is to take Admos» 
nition from theſe Examples, and not ſo much to 
reflect on Them as on Our ſelves; to conſider ſince 
Human Nature is the ſame in Us, as it was in 
Them, whether it has not ſomething of the ſame 
Effect too, and fince Their Memories were ſo 
Bad, whether Ours are altogether ſo Good as

Within the Compaſs of One Century it has been 
Doubly Bleſs'd to Us; Once when the Zeal of Po- 
piſþ Murtherers had vow'd the whole Nation a 
Burnt Sacrifice to their God ; And Once, one

Nation, had miflead an Unhappy Prince, into. 


Meaſures deſtructive of our Conſtitution, ſuch, 


as beginning in Oppreſſions leading to French 


Slavery, muſt have ended in Idolatry little leſs 
than Egyptian. _ e's e e 
The Wiſdom therefore, and Piety of this Na- 
tion, have thought it their Duty to conſecrate 
this Day in which we have now been Twice deli- 
ver'd from the Hand of the Enemy, And it is our 
Duty to remember the Hand of God in it, and 
to bring Hearts gratefully touch'd with a Sence of. 


His Goodneſs to Us, that we be not like theſe ra- 
elites a ſtubborn and rebellious Generation, for- 
getful of the Works of God, and unmindful of 


His Bleſſings; but that every one of Us treaſu- 


ring up in His Heart the Divine Favours vouch- 
ſafed this Day unto our Nation, may offer up His 


Sacrifice of Praiſe, and Thanksgiving in a manner 


acceptable unto God. For conſider how much 


greater Reaſon We have for Gratitude than even 
the Hraelites.

Whether Wein any tolerable meaſure have been 
ſenſible of the Bleſſings conferr'd upon Us will ap- 
pear in the Application; Give Me leave in order 
to it, to ſhew in two or three Inſtances when Men 
may be ſaid not to remember the Hand of God, 

nor the Day of their Deliverance. e 

They remember d not His Hand ſays the Pſalmiſt, | 
nor the Day when He deliver'd them from the Enemy. | 

By which Words we cannot underſtand that the 

Iſraelites had intirely forgotten that they were ever 

in the Land of Fgypt, and deliver'd out of it. 

This they could not but remember and it was 
impoſſible to forget it. But the Meaning is, that 

they did not frequently enough reflect upon it, 
nor was their Behaviour at all anſwerable to that 
lively Sence, and affectionate Concern which the 

Memory of their Deliverance would naturally _ 

have produc'd. And this evidently ſhew'd it ſelf 

in the Iſraelites in their Deſire upon every Incon= 
venience of returning back again into the Land of 

Bondage, and their frequent Murmurings at e- 

very turn againſt their great Leader who had 

brought them out of it. If the Egyptians purſu- 
ed them, Becauſe there were no Graves, ſay they, in 
Egypt haſt Thou taken Us away to die in the 12 der- 
neſs, Wherefore haſt Thou thus dealt with Us ts carry 
Us forth out of Teer If they hear an evil Re- 
t 


port of the Land they are going to poſſeſs Then 


they lift up their Voice, and cry, Wherefore hath 
the Lord brought Us unto this Land ſo fall by the 
Sword, that our Wives and Children ſhould be a Prey, 
Were it not better for Us to return into Egypt? Let 
5 — | V 
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Us male a Captain and return into Egypt. The 
Reaſon of which was, that they had forgot their 
Slavery in Egypt, and could think of nothing but 
their preſent Uneaſinefs. If their Bread faiPd 
them, Je have brought us forth, ſay they, into this 
Wilderneſs to kill this whole Aſſembly with Hunger, If 
they had Bread to the full, Ihen theres nothing at 
all beſides this Manna. If Moſes ſtay'd longer in 
the Mount than They thought fit, they could not 
live without their Leader, but muſt ate Gods to go 
before Them, for as for this Moſes we wot not what is 
become of Him, If He ſtay'd with them, and put 
Himſelf at the Head of them, Thez, Je take too 
much upon you, wherefore lift Jou ap yourſelves above 
the Congregation of the Lord? Such were the Speech- 
es of a murmuring, diſcontented People taking 
Exceptions at every thing, and pleas'd with no- 
thing. The Bottom of all which was that they 
had forgot, and never heartily reflected upon their 
cruel Task-maſters, and their tale of Bricks, upon 
the Day when they Sighed, and cried by reaſon 
of their Bondage, and God heard their Groaning, 


and had reſpect unto them, and deliver'd them 


„ 
Another certain * growing Forget fulneſs 
in Men is when they begin to find fault, and quar- 


rel with the Means by which the Deliverance was 


effected. For while Men are under the Weight 
of great Oppreſſions, and the juſt Fears of greater 
they are ſeldom at leiſure to conſider nicely all the 


7 05 Ways, and Means to remove them, but 


leſs God for the firſt that offers it ſelf. After- 
wards indeed as the Memory of their Oppreſſions 
wear off, and they begin to be Doubt ful whether 
they had any Deliverance or no, or at leaſt a Deli- 
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RC .. 
verance worth mentioning, they may wrangle if 
they pleaſe about the Means, and diſpute the Ju- 
ſtice of them. But here I muſt confeſs the Ex- 
ample of thelſraelites fails Me; For among all their 
_ unreaſonable Murmurings by which, as God com- 
lains, they had no leſs than Ten times tempted Him, 
do not. find that they had any among themſelves 
about the Lawfulneſs of getting rid of their Ty- 
rants. This was left to the Diſcovery of later Ge- 
nerations, to a keener Race of Diſputants who 
had they liv'd in That Age, the 1/ra/ites had been 
taught a new way to vex their Leader, and had 
tempted God the Eleventh time. Tis without doubt 
a good thing for a Man when He 1s at leiſure to 
look back upon the Steps He trod in Haſt, and 
where He finds any thing amiſs, if He can to mend 
it. This, I fay, is very well in ſome By and Cir- 
cumſtantial Matters, But if you find Him falling 


upon the Subſtance, if You find Him condemning 


the very firſtStep, and Mourning over Himſelf that 
He ever took it; And that too when You are ſure 
that whenever the like Occafion awakens Him from 
His Sleep, He will tread over if He can the very 
ſame Steps again; This is an undoubted Sign that 
Hie ĩs at preſent in a Dreaming Condition, that He 
has forgot the Day of His Deliverance and what 
e i! ⁊ꝓ·ů·⁊ð e 
The only farther Indication J ſhall mention of a 
forgetful Mind in Men is when without any man- 
ner ofReaſon they begin to be Reconcil'd to, and to 
have kinder Thoughts of the Enemy they have been 
deliver'd from. For as long as the Sence of their ill 
Uſage of Us laſts in our Mind, We cannot but 
have the ſame Hatred and Averſion to them. And 
therefore in the ſame Degree You obferve *- | 
" e- 
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Reſentments abating, You may certainly conclude 


that in the very ſame Degree the Senſe of the In- 
juries they have receivd is abated too; And the 
leſs Sence there remains of the Injuries, the leſs 
muſt be the Sence of their Deliverance from them. 


Tis true that in caſe the Ground of Enmity be re- 


mov'd, and the Enemy deſire Reconcilement, tis 
the Duty of Men in ſuch a Caſe to accept, and 
promote it. But where all the Grounds of Enmity 
{till remain, and the Difference is wide as ever, £9 


entertain in this Caſe any amicable Thoughts can 


ariſe from nothing but Iaſenſibility and Oblivion, 

Theſe are ſome of the Inſtances in Which Men 
may be ſaid to forget the Hand of God; and the 
Day of their Deliverance, Let Us now apply them 
to the Buſineſs of this Day in which the good Pro- 


vidence of God has twice appear'd in the Preſer- 


vation of our Liberties, and of our moſt Holy 
Religion. ys We? nj Faord 
It is not long ſince that we had a Prince on the 
Throne of theſe Kingdoms whoſe early Perverſi- 
on to the Rowiſb Superſtition gave him that fatal 
Affection to thoſe of His own Perſuaſion as at 
length drew Him on to His Deſtruction. Our 
Laws had ſo particularly guarded againſt theſe 


Hereditary Enemies of our Conſtitution that as 


longasthey remain'din Force, their Malice want- 
ed the Power to hurt Us. Their Force of Reaſo- 
ning had been a long time found ineffeQual, and 
been trinmph'd over by the invincible Writings of 


our Church againſt them; The only Recourſe 
left them was to the Sword; But this too their 


Adverſaries were in Poſſeſſion of; The Judges, 


the Magiſtrates, the Officers Civil and Military, 
all Proteſtants, were [Legally inveſted with it, 
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and would remain ſo as long as the Laws con- 
tinued; To re eal theſe | Laws Was found Im- 
practicable; To abide their Force, Impoſſi- 
ble. What Art, what Contrivance then ſhalt 
be found out to advance our Religion, in Op- 


poſition to the United Force of Law, and Rea- 
fon? To a willing Mind nothing ſo eaſy A 


Diſpenfing Power ſhall be ſer up, which at one- 


Blow ſhall confound them all. To this thin Ar- 


tifice our hen unhappy Prince eafily conſented. 


From that Moment our Laws were Nothing; 


the Name indeed continued, but the Thing was- 
Gone: Our good Proteſtant Patriots ſtood for a 
while Agaſt at this new Monſter, nor could they 
tell what to make of Laws to be at Pleaſure Di- 


ſpens'd with; For tho? Catholics, who had been 


us'd to fuch Myſterious Points could eaſily com- 
prehend it; Yet Proteſtants who had never gone 
beyond plain Senſe and Reaſon, were at an.utter 
Loſs about it ; Laws without Force ſeeming to 
Them as Unintelligible as Trax/ubſtantiation itſelf, 
and much more Deſtructive. In a word, they 
quickly ſaw the Meaning, and provided as well 
as they could againſt it ; They: invited over to 


their Aſſiſtance a Prince who was Himſelf 
of the Royal Blood, and had Married the next 


Heir to the Crown, and at his Happy Arrival on 
this Day joyn'd themſelves with him. The Con- 
ſequence of this we all know, and feel the bleſſed 


Effects of it, in the Enjoy ment of our Properties, 


in the Security of our-Liberties, in the firm Efta- 


bliſhment of a Flouriſhing Church, and in a Gra- 
cious Proteſtant King, the affectionate Protector 
of them All. Such are the Bleſſings which we 
this Day commemorate. - Not to remember this

Cour Churches then fill'd with Crouds of Worſhip- 
pers, Our Altars ſurrounded with unuſual Num- 
bers of Devout Communicants“? And let me 
add, What Prayers, what Vows, what Interceſ- 


ions, were at that time made for his ſafe Arri- 


val; And immediately upon it, what Praiſes, 


what Thankſgivings, what Adorations for the 


Succeſs which crown'd his Enterpriſe? Such were 
the Affections of the People at that Time, when 


they were beſt Judges of their Happineſs: And if. 


thoſe Affections are ſince alter'd, 'tis becauſe Men 
are alter'd Themſelves ; For the Bleſſing once. 


vouchſafed is the ſame for ever. Would to God, 


tis with Concern I wiſh it, and for the common 
Honour of our Country, For what can be more-

For unleſs we had ſworn to imitate the infa- 
mous Example of the 1/7 aelztes, Could it ever have 
been imagin'd that a Prince invited over to the 
Aſſiſtance of a Diſtreſſed People, and whole 
whole Life was ſpent and ſhorten'd in their De- 
fence, ſhould have met with any other Return 
than the joyfulleſt Acclamations, and the moſt 
| devoted Fidelity of his Subjects! It might juſtly 
. ſure have been expected that He ſhould fit quiet- 
ö ly at leaſt on the Throne on which they had plac'd 
| Iim ; and that while He was engaged in War 
| with our Enemies Abroad, He might every Year 
| have return'd with fulleſt Confidence in his 
Friends at Home; This at leaſt might have been 
expected from Us. But on the contrary, what 
' Difficulties He continually met with, how much. 
His Affairs were embarras'd by contending Fa- 
Ctions, with what Regret He return'd from His 
SummerServices to the Fatigues of hisWinterCam 
paigns, let this too be Forgotten with the Delive- 
rance he brought Us. But that all of it together 
prov*d at length too ſtrong for a tender Conſtitu- 
tion of Body would be dearly Remember'd by Us, 
had not the ſame unwearied Goodneſs, and obſti- 
nate Endeavours for the Preſervation of bur Liber- 
ties and Religion, which had always acted Him, 
made the ſtrongeſt Efforts in the laſt Moments 
of His Life. For Obſerving that all the Miſeries

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fels, and Directions; that the Legiſlative Power 
could not be ſafe if the Executive were againſt it; 
that all Laws. againſt Catholics in the Hand of 
a Catholic, were like a Sword in the Hand of a 
Statue, of no Uſe or Terror: Ina Word, That 
Laws, Oaths, and the moſt ſolemn Engagements 
from a Popiſh King to Proteſtant Subjects, were 
but-Words a Courſe without Senſe or Meaning : 
He wiſely took Care, as far as Law and Conſci- 
ence could do it, to eætinguiſh for the future the 
Hopes of all Popiſh Pretenders, This was the 
great, concluding AQ, which made the End of His 
Reign of a piece with the Beginning; the Dying 
Legacy of our great Deliverer, the firſt Act of 
whoſe Government was to reſcue our Religion, 
and the laſt to preſerve it.

all along taken Oaths againſt their Conſciences, 
and with a Delign to break them, and juſtifie the 
ſevereſt Charges againſt them, and which they 
have hitherto complain'd of as the falſe, groundleſs, 


and injurious Suſpicions of their Enemies. As for 


the other Reaſon, If there are Any who on the Ac- 
count of Dependances, Friendſhips, and Alliances, 
may be inclin'd to wiſh well to the deſperateCauſe 
which their Favorites have engaged in, Let them 
cConſider that the Diſpute in their Breaſts is be- 
ween Friend{hip and Religion, And that Uſ/qze 


ad Aras, tho' the Expreſſion of an Heathen, may 
well become the Mouth of a Chriſtian. And cer- 


tainly if there ever was in the World a Dividing 
Point in Friendſhip, and ſuch as will juſtifie a 
Breach of it, We have it now before Us, when 
Mea take to ſuch Meaſures in which 'its impoſſi- 
ble to follow them without breaking thro” public 


Faith, Oaths, Conſcience, Honour, Intereſt, and 


Religion, and every thing that is Juſt, and Sacred. 
All particular Obligations therefore, and private 
Intereſt muſt give Way, The public Intereſt of 
Church and State lies now before Us, and the 
great Queſtion to be decided is, Whether we are to 
have a Popiſh ora Proteſtant King ; whether we 
are to juſtifie or condema the Revolution : And if 
any One upon this View find Himſelf ſtill at a Loſs 
what to think, or how to determin Himſelf ; I 


ſhall fay no more but leave Him with the Com-

and Aſhes, is a Conſequence by no Art or Sophi- 
ſtry to be evaded. Were theſe the Prayers in the 
Day of our Diſtreſs, That it would Graciouſly 
pleaſe God to ſuffer Wicked, and Unrighteous 
Men to riſe up againſt their Lawful Sovereign? 
And did we indeed faithfully promiſe and vow to 
Him, that for our own Parts we would fir till our 
ſelves, and Praiſe His Holy Name for Co operating 
with Impious Hands? Certainly it had been the 
Duty of every Honeſt Subject to have ſeis'd the 
firſt Weapon He met with, and have haſtened to 
the Aſſiſtance of His Injur*d Sovereign, and to the 
utmoſt of his Power to have oppos d Force with 
Force; For He that ſuffers the Evil He could have 
prevented commits it Himſelf. But however we 
can juftifie our ſelves. to our Prince in this matter, 
I am ſure we can never juſtiſie our ſelves to thoſe 
Patriots of their Country whoſe Arms were em- 
ploy'd in the Revolution of this Day, nor in truth 
juſtifie Our ſelves to Our ſelves. For if Reſiſtance 
the only viſible Means of the Revolution be in all 
Cafes unlawful, it was unlawful in the Preſent, 
And every Man in the Nation for ought I fee 
ſtands condemn'd, Some for Reſiſting, And the 
Reſt for not reſiſting that Reſiſtance. Tis true 
the Revolution is as yet more tenderly handled, 
And many ſhuffling Hypotheſes we meet with to 
folve this Plain Phænomenon, and to reconcile the 
Juſtice of it with rhe Principle of Abſolute Non 
Reſiſtance ; Bur after it has been labour'd at long 
in Vain, and they find it will never do, we may 
expect to ſee theſe vain Hypotheies dropp'd, and 

the Revolution ſet out in blacker Colours. For if 
at preſent, while ſo many Men are living whoſe

Deliver'd Us, is that #Reſftleſs Popiſh Faction, 


which ever ſince the Reformation of our Church 
to ſo near a Degree of Apoſtolical Purity has from 
Age to Age purſued Her with implacable Malice. 


It has been already obſerv*d to You, that all the 
Unhappineſs of a late Reign had its Original from 
Them. It was their unbridled Fury that without 
Regard to the Honour or Intereſt of their Indul- 
gent Maſter, drove that Unfortunate King into thoſe 
Meaſures which ended in His Ruin. The One 
thing they aim'd at, was the Advancement of their 
Superſtitious Worſhip; And ſo That were effected, 
no matter what became of their Royal Patron. 
Nor is it to be doubted but there were other Argu- 
ments than thoſe of Perſuaſion, that inclin'd Him 
to their, Counſels. He had a terrible Example be- 
fore His Eyes in One of His Royal Anceſtors. 
that plainly ſhew?'d Him what might oo 

| | rom 
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from them, if they were driven to Extremities. 
He knew that within leſs than One Century, 
when They deſpair'd of ſucceeding in any other 
Way, they form'd the moſt Helliſh Conſpiracy 
that ever enter*d into the Breaſts of Men; A Con- 
ſpiracy, which had it not been diſcover'd in the 
very Article of Execution., had at One Blow 
cut off, the Strength and Flower of the Nation; 
The Commonality, the Judges, the Nobility, had 
All, as it were, Vaniſh'd in a Moment; Nor 
had they more regard for Majeſty itſelf. Tis 
true, the King then Reigning, was a Proteſtant; 
But what Difference between a Proteſtant King 
and a Catholic, if neither will comply? Of the 
Two the Proteſtant ſeems leſs deſerving their Re- 


ſentment, For, This acts againſt them upon His 
Principles, And the Other againſt the Principle 


He profeſſes. So that it may reaſonably be thought 


that the Conſideration of the Tragedy defign'd this 


Day, might have ſome Influence on our late 
King's Determinations, And that the Firſt Fifth 
of November, help'd in ſome meaſure, to bring a- 
bout the Second. But however that be; 'tis cer- 
tain that thoſe of the Popiſh Perſuaſion, to Their 
great Mortification, occalion'd both; And as long 
as they are true to their Principles, will occaſion 
as many.more as they can.

provide againſt them, and not to depend on Pro- 


vidence when we neglect Ourſelves. And yet,. 
one cannot but obſerve, that there has been of late 
a more general Inclination toward that Sect than 
has been uſual, or is indeed conſiſtent with our 


Safety. Some have been for Reconciling Us a- 


gain to their Church, and making large Advances

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to meet them. Others take a ſort of Pride in open 
_ profeſſing that they had rather be Papiſts than 
Diſſenters; tho? God be thanked there is no Rea 
ſon for either, And as little Reaſon for any ſuch 
Profeſſions. Others upon every little Diſſatisfaction 
readily proteſt, that if we reform further, they will 
reform back again: And in general it may be ob- 
ſerv'd, that the Inclination to that Sect is greater, 
or rather the Averſion leſs than any tiue Lover of 
the Proteſtant Religion would deſire. But in the 
Name of God, For what Shadow of Reaſon do we 
entertain a more favourable Opinion of them? 
Are they in the leaſt co from what they al- 
ways were? Do they deſire, or would they ad- 
mit of any Reconcilement with them but upon 
their own Sinful Terms? Are we not ſtill the ſame 


i | , Heretics with them, And do we not deſerve the 
l _ fame Puniſhment ? Have they to this Day ſhew'd 
the leaſt manner of Remorſe for the Barbarities 
| | they have exercis d? On the contrary Do they not 
Conſtantly juſtiſie all the Righteous Blood they 


have ſpilt; And, with the Temper of a judge 
that has in due Form of Law condemn'd a Male- 
factor, Sedately own it? Since therefote they re- 
main the ſame in every particular, the Change 
muſt be in Us if we are nearer to them; The 
Fault muſt be in Ourſelves, in the particular In. 
firmity of a Britiſh Memory, that in the narrow. 
| ſpace of one Quarter of a Century, we ſhould at 
the Beginning of it pray to God to deliver us 
from Popery, and before the End of it, be laying 
a Foundation for the ſame Prayers again. Can it 
be Denied that we are laying this Foundation, and 
have forgot onr Deliverance, when Our Zeal a- 
gainſt Popery is ſo much abated, and we ſtand. 
. + ready 
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| ready to joyn Hands with our mortal Enemies? 
| When the Revolution has been ſapp'd at the Foun- 
| dation, and the Means quarrelPd with by which 
| alone it can be Juſtified ? When the Memory of 
| our great Deliverer is every Day inſulted, and His 
| Name vilified ? When a Rebellion is actually be- 
aun in One part of of the Nation, and the Seeds 
liÿpe for it in the Other? Or can it be Affirm'd 
| that there has that Spirit yet appear'd as might 
| have been expected among Proteſtants, to ſup- 
_ preſs a Rebellion the avow'd Deſign of which is to 
| place a Papiſt upon the Throne, and to unravel 
| the whole Scheme of the Revolution ? Some no 
| doubt may have been hitherto perſwaded that 
our Diviſions have been no more than a Con- 
tdetteſt between two Potent Parties for Place and 


Power; But all ſuch Imaginations are 20 Vain; 
The Fate of the Nation is at a Criſis ; The Di-

of our Conſciences, or give Ourſelves up to the 
Tyranny of ignorant and cruel Men; to be expos'd 
to the inhumane Treatment, which may ſurely 
be depended on wherever Popery prevails. 
This therefore being evidently the preſent State of 
our Affairs, it becomes all Orders, Ranks, and De-

fuch, as *twere a damnable Sin to defile Our- 
ſelves with them; And therefore we profeſs Our- 


felves ready to endure the laſt Extremities rather 
than comply with them; And we know by Expe- 
rience that They are ready to inflict them. Where- 
fore let Us not forget what Experience has taught 


Us, Let Us remember the Deliverance of this Day, 


and the Enemy We were deliver'd from; Let Us 


_ gratefully acknowledge our Paſt Deliverance, and 
provide wiſely for the Future, And affure Our- 
ſelves that All thoſe, whoever they are, who at
